Gray squirrels do not hibernate, but 
seldom leave their nests during the 
veiy cold weather. On mild days In 
winter, however, they come out and 
race through the treetops and visit tbe 
large stores of nuts which they gath¬ 
ered aud bid away in tbe autumn. 
Red squirrel* are smaller, but much 
hardier creature* than the gray ones, 
and, although,they, too, have snug nests 
of cedar bark in the hollow trees, they 
use them only at night for no weather 
is so severe as to keep these little fel¬ 
lows Indoors. They arc about the most 
provident of ail tbe creatures in the 
woods, usually storing away under 
brush beape. beneath fallen loss and In 
hollow truuka far more nuts than they 
can poeslbly cat in one winter. They 
do not put them all In one place, as a, 
rule; they generally have several boards 
at some little distance apart This la 
a wise precaution, as it sometimes hap¬ 
pens that one store Is discovered and 
Btolen by an enemy, and unless there 
was another supply to fall back upon
